Tlie Twenty Cays nearly Expired. 


Mr. Lincoln, in bis'proclaraatioD, dated 


on the 15th 'of April, rlrdared that combi- 
nations existed to oppose the laws, too pow- 
erful to be suppressed in an ordinary way, 
and having called for militia from the sev- 
eral .states to assist him, he gave notice to 
the persons composing such combinations 


• io~disperse within twenty days. 


These were important days for the south. 


Within that time.they must make their 
{choice, to. become loyal citizens or rebels. 
They have already chosen the path of trea- 
son. 
The period of clemency is nearly up. 


On Sunday next it will have ended, and the 
administration will then be free to make 
aggressive movements against the combi- 
nation of traitors wherever they may be 
found. 
Heretofore it has considered it a 


duty to act merely upon the defensive, so 
that the terms of the proclamation might 
be faithfully adhered to. 


We may expect that on Monday the block- 


ade of the southern ports will be put in 
force. 
Whatever plans of a campaign Gen. 


Scott may have matured, will then be put 
into active operation. 
We anticipate an 


active week in the army and navy, follow- 
ing next Sunday. We cannot anticipate, 
pf course, what will be done, but the great 
points for occupation and defence are plain- 
ly before the nation. They are Washing- 
ton, Port Monroe, Baltimore, Norfolk and 
Eichmond, on the eastern side of the coun- 
try, and Fort Pickena, New Orleans and 
Cairo in the west and southwest. Other 
points will undoubtedly receive attention, 
bat these are the main points, at present. 


Since the issuing of the proclamation 


the rebels have manifested no disposition 
to give up their mad scheme of war and 
disunion ; on the contrary they have been 
more belligerent than ever, and it must be 
supposed they have deliberately made up 
their minds to inaugurate civil war. On 
the other hand the northern people have 
shown by a universal and spontaneous up- 
rising for the constitution and the Union, 
tbat they are ready with their lives and 
their money to uphold the government.— 
Within this twenty days party lines have 
been burnt out. and we are now one people, 
united heart and soul in n dsterminatibn 
that " the Union shall be preserved." 


NATAL RESIGNATIONS.—The Washington

STRAWBERRY CULTURE.—A writer in the 


American Farmer gives a few plain rules 
which :he says, if followed to the letter, will 
prove themselves good rules. They are: 


1st. Never have the beds' so wide as to 


require the gatherer even to lean 'on them. 


2d. -Never use animal manure. 
3d. Keep the beds clear of grass and 


-weeds.

I find that any time from August to the 


blooming season will answer for the trans- 
planting. The" first requisite is to have the 
beds in good order. Lay them off five feet 
wide, then spread evenly over them a good 
coating,, of well rotted wood-pile manure 
or woods mould)'which is to be deeply spa- 
ded in. During a moist or rainy spell set 
the plants in three rows, and from twelve 
to twenty-four inches apart in the row, 
I 


never permit the runners to take entire- 
possession of my beds, but keep them back 
by pinching in the spring, and a fall weed- 
ing.' By this treatment my beds are pretty 
well covered without being matted. 
After 


the fall weeding, the beds are sowed all 
over -with wood ashes, and during the early 
winter, as there are-opportunities, they are 
covered over ;with wood-pile manure or 
spent tan. 
During the early spring, when 


the beds are covered with young green 
leaVes, they-are well dusted with plaster or 
shell lime, and when the blooms show them- 
selves, they are again sowed over with ash- 
es.: "These sowings are always made in 
damp weather. : This comprises the entire 
culture required to ensure this fruit in per- 
fection.
